Dl is considered to be the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claim 1. Said document discloses a 
domestic appliance that uses water, said appliance 
having a drainage pump with a pump impeller, with 
the aid of which liquid is discharged, the space 
behind the pump impeller connecting with the pump 
chamber by means of bores in the pump impeller and 
by means of the gap between the impeller and the 
housing. 



2.1 The subject matter of claim 1 therefore differs from 
the known pump in that the drainage pump has a 
separate compartment which, based on the direction 
in which the liquid is discharged, is arranged 
behind the pump impeller and which is provided with 
bores radially on its outside diameter and in the 
vicinity of its inside diameter. 

1.2 The sub ject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel

2.3 The problem addressed by the present invention can 
therefore be considered that of improving the 
discharge of air and liquid. 

The solution to this problem as proposed in claim 1 
of the present application involves an inventive 
step (PCT Article 33(3)) for the following reasons. 

The solution wherein a separate compartment is 
arranged in the space behind the pump impeller is 
not disclosed in the hitherto searched prior art, 
nor is it obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

The same arguments apply mutatis mutandis to 
independent claim 8. The subject matter of claim 8 
therefore likewise satisfies the PCT novelty and 
inventive step requirements. 

Claims 2-7 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise satisfy the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 

Claims 9-14 are dependent on claim 8 and therefore 
likewise satisfy the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 
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
